EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives of the 
towns of the county. They shall meet on the second Wednesday 
of each biennial session of the General Court or other day in the 
same week, shall choose a chairman and clerk, and may adjourn as 
they see cause. 

The County Commissioners and ‘Treasurer shall furnish the 
Auditors all the aid and information required by them in the per- 
formance of their duties. 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial session of the 
legislature, grant county taxes for its county for two years; but the 
tax for each year shall be voted separately, and collected in the 
year for which it was voted. 

The Sheriff, the Jailer, the Physician, the Clerk of the Court, the 
Solicitor, the Treasurer, the County Commissioners, and the Super- 
intendent of the County Farm, of each county, shall make up their 
reports separately, to December thirty-first annually, and the same 
shall be printed together in pamphlet farm, in the month of January 
following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a sum- 
marized account of all their transactions which concern the county, 
for the current year ending as aforesaid, and the report of the 
Superintendent of the County Farm shall contain, in addition, a 
list of the paupers actually supported at the farm, a statement of 
the number of weeks each was so supported; and of the average 
cost per week for each pauper, with an explanation of the basis upon 
which such calculation was made. 

The County Commissioners of each county shall publish attested 
copies of the proceedings of the County Convention, with the 
printed reports of the county officers for the year in which such 
proceedings occurred.

Commissioners Report. 





To THE INHABITANTS OF THE COUNTY OF ROCKINGHAM: 


In accordance with the requirements of the Public Statutes of 
the State of New Hampshire, the Commissioners herewith submit 
their report of such business transactions of the County as have 
come under their direction during the year ending December 31, 
1897, together with the reports of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm and House of Correction, Physicians, Chaplain, Sheriff, Jail- 
ers, County Solicitor, Clerk of the Supreme Court, County Treasurer 
and County Auditors. | 

A change in the laws of the State at the last session of the Legis- 
lature requires the Commissioners to make quarterly settlements of 
their accounts, their books being audited by the County Auditors at 
the time of each settlement. We have complied with this law, and 
present our accounts in this form, together with a summary of 
expenses for the whole year. 

Our statement of the outstanding indebtedness of the County is 
shown in the report of the County Auditors, and the financial con- 
dition of the County is fully explained in the report of the Treas- 
urer. 

In April, 1897, soon after the present board of Commissioners 
entered upon their duties, an inventory was taken of the property 
at the County Farm. In this inventory the value of the personal 
property at the Farm appears less than in former inventories, be- 
cause the board found that the personal property had been carried 
along from year to year at about the cost prices of the same when 
purchased, with but slight reduction for wear and tear, and without 
regard to the fact that the market price of many of the articles 
to-day is much less than some years ago. Many of the articles 
listed were discarded as absolutely without value, and the rest taken 
at what was considered their present actual value. Another reason 
for the reduced inventory is that, being taken in the spring, the farm 
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produce and supplies purchased for the Farm are much less than in 
January, when the last inventory was taken. We also publish the 
inventory taken January 1, 1808. 

Since April rst the County Farm has been under the care of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Bean, who have given good satisfaction to the 
Commissioners. ‘They have treated the inmates with kindness and 
consideration, and have looked carefully after the interests of the 
County. 

The assistants in the various departments, many of whom have 
been at the Farm for years, we have found to be faithful and effi- 
cient. 

To Mr. Higgins, the Chaplain, we wish to express our thanks for 
his kindness, and our appreciation of his efforts to make life better 
and happier for those who come under his care at the institution. 

Dr. Mitchell, of Epping, and Dr. Sweeny, of Kingston, who have 
been the County Farm physicians for several years, are still in at- 
tendance, and give careful and prompt attention to all who need 
- their services. 

Many improvements have been made at the Farm during the 
year, as shown in the list of Permanent Improvements. 

The expenses of the Poor off the Farm appear greater than in 
other years, as the change in the law relating to pauper settlement 
now obliges the County to care for many who were formerly town 
or city charges. We have investigated, as far as possible, all cases 
brought to our attention, and have given help to all who, in our © 
judgment, needed it. 

The Selectmen of the different towns have given us valuable 
assistance in caring for the poor, and we wish to express our sin- 
cere thanks. 

Citizens of the County are invited to visit the Farm and see for 
themselves the management of affairs there.

To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS : 


As-physicians to the Institution at Brentwood, we take pleasure 
in submitting our report for the year ending January 1, 1898. And 
just here we wish to acknowledge the hearty co-operation of the 
Superintendent and Matron, in all efforts put forth for the good of 
the unfortunates committed to our care. ‘The selection of Mr. 
and Mrs. Bean for the responsible and trying positions they so 
grandly fill, was a most fortunate one. Firm, yet kind; generous, 
yet economical, and blessed with good judgment, we may rest as- 
sured that the people entrusted to them are in good and faithful 
hands. ‘The assistants in the various departments without excep- 
tion are the same as last year, and it would seem more efficient 
than ever. ‘To them as well as the Superintendent and Matron we 
are indebted for aid and many acts of kindness. 

Among the improvements we are all pleased to note the device 
with which each closet has been provided for flushing automatically 
every hour day and night. 

Also, the substantial iron fire-escapes which have been erected, one 
on each wing of the main building, which fact will in some measure 
relieve the anxiety felt by many who have considered the possible 
results of a fire here. 

The health of the inmates generally has been remarkably good. 
Sixteen deaths have occurred during the year. Six among the in- 
sane, the first three, eighth, and last, and five within two weeks 
after admittance.

There has been no serious illness during the year, and Dr. Mack’s 
professional attendance has been required but seldom, as his own 
report will show. 

Five men, confined, three for malicious trespass, one for failure to 
furnish bonds to keep the peace and one for the larceny of a bicy- 
cle, trivial offences, since the Grand Jury in October failed to report 
indictments against them, found means through an up to that time 
undiscovered flaw in the ceiling of cell 6 to make good their escape. 
One of them has since been captured, the remaining four being 
still at large, though their retaking is merely a question of time and 
money. 

The interior of the jail needs repainting. The introduction of 
gas for lighting purposes and the fitting up of the cellar as a work- 
shop are objects greatly to be desired, and could be readily secured 
at a small outlay in money. 

The County Commissioners have been uniformly kind and lent a 
patient consideration to everything relating to the jail and its needs, 
for which I heartily thank them.

The detailed statement of receipts and disbursements is shown 
by the report of the several officers. Hence we have deemed it 
inexpedient to present more than a summary of their several 
accounts. 

The statement of debt shows an apparent increase over 1896, 
which is largely accounted for by outstanding bills on January 1, 
1897, subsequently paid. Under the present law a statement is 
required of the Commissioners under oath of all outstanding bills 
and these are added to the liabilities. An examination of the 
Commissioners’ accounts shows the county expenses less than the 
corresponding months of last year. 

It has been the custom of the Superintendent of the County 
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Farm to use the cash income in paying the bills at the farm, but, 
in Our Opinion, it is better that all cash receipts be paid direct to 
the Treasurer and that no money be expended by the Superinten- 
dent of the Farm, except that received on orders from the Com- 
missioners. 

The bills of the Commissioners for services and expenses are 
accompanied by an affidavit that they were actually employed in 
the business of the County the full time charged and that the sums 
charged as expenses were necessarily incurred in the business of 
the County.
